WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  Urban  Area  was  generally 
satisfactory  in  quality#  The  supply  is  chlorinated 
near  the  source. 

After  chlorination,  the  water  is  of  good 
bacteriological  standard  and  is  moderately  hard. 

Humber  of  houses  within  the  Urban  Area  supplied 
with  water  ~ 627*  Population  supplied  with  water  - 2,000, 
Humber  of  houses  in  the  Rural  Area  supplied  with  water  - 
200,  Population  in  the  Rural  Area  supplied  with  water  - 
1,000®  Till  supplies  are  direct  to  houses. 

Plans  are  in  course  of  preparation  for  a new 
Scheme  involving  the  laying  of  an  additional  main  from 
Llandyfan  to  the  Town,  Increased  use  of  water  in  the 
districts  supplied  results  in  shortages  on  the  higher 
levels  of  the  Town,  and  the  provision  of  the  proposed 
new  main  will  remedy  this  condition.
